IT  having  long  appeared  to  me, 
from  obfervation  and  experience, 
that  the  common  method  of  practice, 
amongft  the  faculty,  in  venereal 
Gonorrhoeas,  is  neither  the  moft 
rational  in  theory,  nor  expeditious 
in  cure,  i  have  at  length  ventured 
to  fubmit  thefe  few  pages  to  the 
candid  confideration  of  the  public ; 
though  I  am  fenfible  of  the  danger 
that  mull  attend  an  entire  deviation 
from  the  general  received  opinion 
of  the  faculty  :  but  what  improve¬ 
ments  can  be  made  in  any  art  or  fci- 
ence,  if  we  make  it  an  invariable 
rule  to  yield  an  implicit  fuDmiffion 
to  the  authority  or  practice  of  our 
predecefibrs  ?  This  confideration 
will,  I  hope,  apologize  for  .  the 
temerity  of  my  attempt  ;  and  I

Hatter  myfelf  that  my  obfervations 
may  have  a  tendency  to  throw  fome 
new  light  upon  the  difeafe  of  which 
they  treat,  and  thereby  contribute 
to  extend  and  improve  the  know¬ 
ledge,  both  of  the  cure  and  theory, 
as  I  have  advanced  nothing  but 
what  is  founded  on  fads,  and  on 
my  own  experience.

GONORRHOEAS. 


T  is  the  general  practice  of  wri¬ 
ters  to  give  fome  account  of  the 
origin  of  any  difeafe  upon  which 
they  treat  j  but  at  what  period 
of  time  Gonorrhoeas,  which  are  commonly 
called  Claps,  (and  which,  through  my 
following  treatife,  will  always  be  confix 
dered  fo,)  firft  made  their  appearance,  has 
been  fo  much  difcuffed,  by  fo  many  emi¬ 
nent  and  ingenious  writers,  that  it  would 
be  prefumption  in  me  to  offer  my  opinion 
on  a  fubjedl  fo  difficult  to  afcertain,  But 
thofe,  who  would  more  willingly  be  fatisfied 
on  that  head,  I  would  refer  to  Boerhaave, 
Aftruc,  or  Turner, 
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That  it  is  a  difeafe  which  has  exifled 
for  many  years,  and  its  treatment  tedious, 
is  fufficiently  known.  It  appears  very  fin- 
gular,  that  a  difeafe,  which  is  fo  very  com¬ 
mon,  and  daily  falling  under  the  care  of 
many  ingenious  practitioners,  both  in  phy- 
fic  and  forgery,  has  not  received  greater 
improvements  in  the  method  of  cure:  and 
nothing  could  have  prevented  it  but  that 
blind  fob  mi  ill  on  which  we  fo  readily  pay  to 
eminent  practical  writers,  without  foffering 
one  ray  of  our  own  underftanding  to  foper- 
lede  the  authority  of  their  precepts,  al¬ 
though  experience  convinces  us  of  the  ab- 
furdity  of  their  rules. 

Even  a  farther  reafon  might  be  urged  : 
forgeons,  whofe  dependence  is  upon  their 
fiiccefs  in  pradlice,  will  more  readily  fol¬ 
low  tedious  and  certain  rules,  which  they 
have  feen  to  anfwer,  than  introduce  any 
innovations,  which  might  prove  preca¬ 
rious,  although  more  probably  foccelsful. 

Gonorrhoeas 
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Gonorrhoeas  have  been  confidered,  by 
ibme  of  the  moil  eminent  in  the  faculty, 
to  be  very  difficult  of  cure;  whilft  others 
have  viewed  them  in  a  quite  contrary 
light;  and  both  may  juftly  be  true,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  mode  they  proceed  in  at  firft. 
It  is  no  uncommon  thins;  to  find  the  mod 
ikilful  furgeons  defeated  by  a  common 
Gonorrhoea,  after  trying  every  method  in 
their  power  for  many  months,  and  at  laft 
unwillingly  obliged  to  behold  a  weeping 
from  the  penis,  without  being  able  to  give 
any  affiftance,  nothing  remaining  but  to 
commit  the  difeafed  to  time  and  patience; 
and  frequently,  from  the  duration,  ft  rig- 
tures  and  caruncles  will  form  in  the  urinary 
paffage,  and  then  particular  care  and  art 
are  required  in  the  cure, 

But,  on  the  contrary,  if  the  Gonorrhoea 
be  treated  in  the  fimple  method  I  would 
recommend,  no  difficulty  will  be  found, 
no  great  art  or  profound  genius  required ; 

B  z  common 
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common  fenfe  will  quickly  evince  they  are 
indeed  really  Jimple .  And,  notwithftand-* 
ing  the  very  great  variety  of  pretended  fpe- 
cifics  and  arcana,  from  the  firft  of  the  pam¬ 
phleteering  empirics  in  Weftminfter,  down 
to  the  lowed  hand-bill  quacks  in  Wapping, 
it  does  not  appear  they  have  any  fuperiority 
over  the  common  practice,  except  their 
arcana  in  deluding  the  ignorant  •>  yet  I 
make  no  doubt  but  experience  and  time 
will  be  able  to  furnifh  us  with  a  fpecific, 
and,  at  the  fame  time,  a  fpirit  to  make  it 
public,  which  will  be  as  effectual  and  as 
quick  a  cure,  as  fulphur  is  for  the  itch. 

An  opinion,  which  I  have  adopted  for 
fome  years,  induced  me  to  pradlife  in  the 
following  mode;  and  daily  experience,  with 
fuccefs,  has  convinced  me  of  the  utility 
and  truth  of  my  hypothefis.  Mr.  Hales, 
in  his  letter  to  Csfar  Hawkins,  feems  to 
have  imbibed  the  fame  notion  ;  and  his 
remarks  and  obfervations  have  not  a  little 
ferved  to  corroborate  that  opinion,  that  the 

Virus 
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Virus  of  the  Pox,  and  that  of  the  Gonor¬ 
rhoea,  are  of  a  very  different  nature ;  as  It 
is  well  known  that  no  Pox,  in  the  flighteft 
degree,  was  ever  cured  without  Mercury? 
yet  I  can  produce  great  numbers  who  have 
had  the  moft  virulent  Gonorrhoeas  cured 
without  one  grain,  either  internally  or  ex¬ 
ternally  ;  and,  to  afcertain  the  truth  of 
what  is  advanced,  we  mud  judge  from  the 
effeds  we  find  by  experience,  and  draw 
our  conclufion  from  thence,  when  we  can¬ 
not  fo  clearly  illuftrate  it  by  ocular  demon* 
ftration. 

It  feems  moft  probable,  that  there  is 
fomething  in  the  venereal  particles  of  mat¬ 
ter,  in  a  Gonorrhoea,  which  is  very  dif¬ 
ferent  in  its  nature,  quality,  and  figure, 
from  that  of  the  Pox,  although  both  be 
received  from  coition.  It  is  not  either  fo 
eafily  abforbed  by  the  ladeals,  or,  if  any 
ever  has  been  abforbed  at  any  time,  it  hath 
proved  of  no  kind  of  confequence.  Many 
furmifes  have  been  formed  of  this  difeafe.

in  regard  to  its  nature ;  and  none  more 
plaufible  than  a  fuppofition  of  its  being 
animalcule.  The  locality  of  the  difeafe, 
with  the  inflammation,  the  peculiar  dis¬ 
charge  without  ulceration,  and  the  advan¬ 
tages  of  mineral  injections,  corroborated 
this  conjecture;  which  induced  me  to  make 
fome  microfcopic  experiments .  After  ma¬ 
ny  repeated  trials,  I  was  not  able  to  difco- 
ver  any  minute  animated  beings. 

If  we  give  a  faithful  attention  and  obfer- 
vation  to  the  contraction  of  the  difeafe,  and 
the  different  effects  and  appearances  be¬ 
tween  the  gonorrhoeal  and  the  pocky 
matter,  we  (hall  not  hefitate  to  pronounce 

that  they  are  not  of  the  fame  fpecies.  The 
lingular  difpofition  of  the  one,  of  inflaming 
the  whole  internal  part  of  the  urethra,  in  a 
ihort  time,  without  forming  any  chancres, 
and  cauflng  a  very  great  difcharge  of  a  pu¬ 
rulent  kind  of  matter,  with  fcalding  and 
chordee ;  whilft  the  pocky  matter,  from 
its  ponderofity,  or,  perhaps,  fpiculofity, 

feems 
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fee  ms  only  to  affeft  the  part  where  it  drops, 
and,  if  it  is  not  all  immediately  abforbed* 
forms  itfelf  into  a  chancre  upon  the  glans 
penis,  prseputium,  &c.  and  fometimes  on 
the  internal  part  of  the  urethra,  when  it 
does  enter,  which  is  very  rare.  Now,  if 
the  gonorrhoeal  matter  were  pocky,  why 
have  we  not  the  urethra  full  of  chancres, 
as  the  cafe  always  proves  from  any  redan- 
dancy  of  matter  from  chancres  on  the  glans 
penis  or  prseputium  ?  We  cannot  fay  the 
membrane,  that  covers  the  glans  penis,  is 
of  a  more  delicate  texture  than  that  which 
lines  the  internal  part  of  the  urethra,  and, 
confequently,  more  eafiiy  corroded;  becaufe 
it  is  well  known  to  every  one  to  be  vice 
verfa . 

We  frequently  meet  with  men,  who, 
after  copulation  with  women  infected 
with  a  virulent  Gonorrhoea,  and  having 
efcaped  receiving  any  virus  into  the  urethra, 
have  had  an  inflammation  and  an.  excona¬ 
tion  with  a  Phy moils,  from  fame  of  the 

gonorrhoeal 
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gonorrhoeal  matter  being  confined  between 
the  praepuce  and  glans;  which  has  been 
readily  cured  by  cleanfing  the  parts  with  a 
flyptic  walh,  and  a  little  loft  lint  to 
keep  the  parts  afunder. 

A  young  gentleman,  of  one  of  the  inns 
of  court,  came  to  me  with  a  fevere  fcalding 
and  running :  I  gave  him  a  phial  of  drops, 
to  take  80  thrice  a  day,  with  my  ufual  di- 
redtions  :  he  being  that  afternoon  going 
into  the  country,  for  a  few  days,  accident¬ 
ally,  on  his  journey,  he  met  with  a  fur- 
geon  of  his  acquaintance,  to  whom  he 
communicated  his  cafe,  and  (hewed  the 
medicine :  and,  upon  examination,  the 
precipitate  furgeon  did  not  hefitate  to  pro¬ 
nounce  that  he  was  poxed,  if  he  took  the 
medicine,  and  that  I  was  very  ignorant ; 
at  the  fame  time  filling  his  head  with  the 
theory  of  locking  up,  and  tranflating,  of 
matter,  &c.  fo  that  he  appeared  as  knowing 
even  as  the  furgeon  himfelf :  the  refult  of 
which  was,  he  omitted  the  medicine  until 

his 
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his  return  to  town,  which  was  two  days 
after.  When  he  fent  for  me,  I  found  him 
with  a  mofc  aftonilhing  difcharge,  the 
fcalding  almofi:  intolerable,  and,  added  to 
that,  a  phyriiofis,  with  ulcerations  between 
the  glans  and  praspuce.  I  cleaned  the 
parts  by  injecting,  between  the  prepuce 
and  glans,  a  folution  of  facch.  fatur.  in 
water,  introducing  as  much  lint  as  I  could, 
to  abforb  the  matter,  and  keep  the  parts 
afunder,  with  a  bread  poultice  over  the 
whole.  By  much  perfuafion,  I  got  him 
to  take  100  of  the  drops  in  aglafs  of  water, 
and  to  repeat  them  five  hours  after,  drink¬ 
ing  freely  of  weak  tea.  At  the  fixth  hour, 
his  fcalding  was  much  abated,  and  very  to¬ 
lerable,  fo  that  he  could  make  water  with¬ 
out  any  fear,  and  fcarce  any  pain  ;  the  next 
morning  he  was  quite  free;  and  in  feven 
days  he  had  no  appearance  of  any  difeafe. 
He  continued  the  drops  and  vitr.  injedt. 
eight  days  longer,  from  which  time,  which 
is  three  years  ago,  he  has  had  no  complaint 
of  the  kind:  the  ulcerations  all  healed  in 

C  five 
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five  days,  and,  notwithflanding  the  targe 
furface  of  the  glans  and  praepuce  that  was 
denudated,  and  expofed  to  the  abforption 
of  the  venereal  matter,  and  not  one  fingle 
grain  of  mercury  ufed,  a  pocky  fymptom 
hath  never  fince  appeared,  which  is  a  clear 
demonftration  that  poxes  and  claps  have 
properties  very  different.  I  have  had  ma¬ 
ny  inftances  of  the  fame  kind. 

Would  fuch  applications  have  cured  or 
prevented  the  pocky  matter  from  forming 
chancres  ?  I  anfwerin  the  negative  :  and 
nothing  but  mercurials  could  have  had  any 
effedt.  I  am  well  aware  of  excoriations 
happening  from  the  febacecus  matter  being 
confined  between  the  glans  and  praepuee, 
which  is  cured  by  the  fame  mode. 

In  order  to  fhew  what  may,  with  fome 
propriety,  be  called  a  pocky  Gonorrhoea, 
and  how  very  diftinguifhable  it  is  from  the 
common  virulent  Gonorrhoea,  I  will  give 
a  cafe* 
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A  young  gentleman  came  to  me  with  a 
little  difcharge,  from  the  urethra,  of  a 
thin  and  ichory  look,  'fo  me  what  fetid : 
he  had  perceived  it  near  a  fortnight ;  but 
not  going  off,  he  was  willing  to  have  fome 
remedy  applied.  From  the  firft,  he  ex- 
preffed  that  he  had  a  heavy  dead  pain,  as 
he  called  it,  a  little  within  the  urethra, 
without  being  accompanied  with  fcaldings, 
chordee,  or  fear ce  any  difeharge.  When 
I  examined  him,  his  running  was  trifling; 
but  I  could  perceive,  a  little  within  the 
urethra,  a  chancre,  and  the  part  round  it 
was  hard  on  being  felt ;  which  is  what  we 
generally  hud  with  chancres  on  the  glans 
or  praeputium.  I  introduced  a  very  fhort 
bougie;  and,  over  the  part  where  the 
chancre  was,  it  was  covered  with  a  little 
calx  of  mercury  from  calomel,  being  depri¬ 
ved  of  its  acid  by  an  alkali,  wafhed  and  well 
levigated ;  which  is  a  dr  effing  I  generally 
ufe  with  chancres,  I  gave  him  a  weak  folu-

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non  of  fublimate  mercury,  with  the  farfa 

>  , 

decofiion,  and  he  foon  got  well. 

A  little  obfervation  foon  (hews  us  the 
difference  between  the  two  difeafes  5  the 
pocky  Gonorrhea  not  difcharging  that 
large  quantity  of  purulent  matter,  nor  in¬ 
flaming  the  urethra  fo  much ;  but  forms 
itfelf  into  a  chancre,  be  it  either  internally 
or  externally,  if  it  be  not  immediately 
either  abforbed  or  walked  off.  The  djf- 
charge  is  very  trifling  in  quantity,  of  a  thin 
iehory  nature,  fomewhat  fetid,  attended 
with  a  hardnefs,  always  to  be  diftinguilhed 
by  feeling  round  the  chancre,  and  not  ac¬ 
companied  with  that  fcalding  pain,  or  fliarp 
chordee,  which  we  find  in  a  common  virulent 
Gonorrhoea;  nor  is  it  relieved  by  any  thing 
but  mercury.  This  chancrous  Gonorrhoea, 
if  it  maybe  fo  called,  happens  very  feldom; 
and,  when  it  does  happen,  Amply,  or  com¬ 
pounded  with  a  common  Gonorrhoea,  it  is 
of  fo  felf  evident  a  nature, ky  not  giving  way 
fo  any  thing  but  mercury,  that  unfair  con-

jclufions  are  frequently  drawn  ;  and  every 
venereal  Gonorrhoea  is  fuppofed  to  be  of  a 
pocky  nature,  from  the  want  of  accurate 

f 

obfervations.  Another  cogent  reafon,  of 
a  much  more  common  kind,  ferves  to 
ftrengthen  thefe  erroneous  opinions  ;  as 
for  example:  a  gentleman  (hall  have  a 
virulent  Gonorrhoea,  he  (hall  copulate  with 
a  woman  who  has  had  the  pox,  with 
chancrous  difcharges  from  the  vagina  ;  af¬ 
ter  their  embraces,  each  (hall  be  infedted 
with  each  other’s  difeafe,  which  confequent- 
lymuft  be  compound.  The  woman  (hall, 
after  having  both  the  infections,  receive 
the  embraces  of  a  healthful  man  ;  a  few 
days  after,  he  difcovers  a  Gonorrhoea,  for 
which  he  has  proper  medicines  3  the  Go¬ 
norrhoea,  at  the  end  of  a  fortnight,  abates, 
(or  does  not,  being  immaterial,)  a  bubo  ap¬ 
pearing  in  the  groin,  or  feme  other  pocky 
fymptoms.  As  the  bubo  appears  with  the 
Gonorrhoea,  it  is  concluded,  that  that  ab¬ 
sorption,  to  the  inguinal  glands,  could  not 
have  been  produced  but  by  the  Gonorrhoea; 

when, 
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when,  in  fa d,  the  pocky  Virus  was  re¬ 
ceived  at  the  time  of  coition,  and  had 
been  gradually  abforbing  to  the  ingaen, 
although  no  chancre  had  appeared  to  give 
proof  of  the  nature  of  its  virulency. 
For  we  frequently  find  pocky  fymptoms, 
and  eruptions,  without  being  able  to  dii- 
cover  the  identical  part  of  their  abforption : 
therefore,  we  are  not  to  take  every  pocky 
appearance,  accompanying  a  Gonorrhoea, 
for  a  degeneracy,  but  a  compound,  of  the 
difeafe,  and  treat  them  as  fuorum  generum . 
Thefe  compound  infedions  have  led  many 
people  into  miftakes,  and  made  them  fup- 
pofe  that  a  tranflation,  or  a  degeneracy,  of 
the  one  into  the  other,  was  always  the  con- 
fequence.  From  the  refult  of  this  primary 

occult  compound  difeafe,  and  fupported 
by  the  moft  eminent  authors,  praditioners 
could  never  be  brought  to  have  any  idea 
of  a  common  virulent  Gonorrhoea,  without 
its  being  of  a  true  pocky  nature :  thefe 
very  firong  arguments  authorifed  them  to 
play  all  the  unneceffary  powers  of  mercury, 

and 
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and  (hatter  their  patients  conftitutions*  to 
preferve  them  from  a  fancied  evil  infection* 
which  had  not  (hewn  itfelf  in  any  one 
fhape  ;  and,  in  order  to  make  the  noble 
fcience  of  phyfic  more  perplexing  to  the 
young  (indents  and  themfelves,  feme  wri¬ 
ters  have  divided  and  fuhdivided  the  difeafe 
into  as  many  ftages  as  the  patient  finds 
twinges  from  a  chordee. 

I  think,  upon  the  whole,  we  may  fairly 
conclude,  that  there  is  one  certain  truth  ; 
which  is,  that,  if  the  Virus  of  a  Gonor¬ 
rhoea  be  expofed  to  any  part  denudated  of 
its  (kin,  it  will  not  form  any  chancre,  but 
will  heal  with  any  little  flyptic  wa(h,  and 
dry  lint,  as  I  obferved  before  ;  whilft  com¬ 
mon  practice  hath  as  clearly  convinced  us 
that  the  minuted:  excoriation,  touched 
with  the  pocky  Virus,  will  immediately 
form  a  chancre,  which  will  not  yield  to 
any  thing  but  mercury  ;  from  whence  it 
appears  to  be  a  demonftrable  truth,  that 
they  are  very  diftinet  in  their  nature,  and 

conlequently 
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oonfequently  require  as  different  treatment 
in  their  cure;  the  pocky  matter  being  ob- 
vioufiy  more  fufceptible  of  abforption,  and 
more  pernicious  for  we  frequently  find  it 
taken  up  by  the  abforbents,  and  carried 
through  all  the  glands,  without  any  ob- 
ftrudtion,  and  infedt  the  whole  habit  at 
once.  Notwithftanding  what  has  been 
advanced  by  many  refpedtable  pradtitioners, 
of  their  being  able,  by  the  exhibition  of 
particular  medicines,  and  the  ufe  of  pecu¬ 
liar  injections,  to  change  the  common  Am¬ 
ple  Gonorrhoea  into  a  pox,  or  the  pox  into 
a  clap,  I  would,  with  ail  due  deference  to 
their  authority,  beg  leave  to  deviate  from 
their  fen  time  ntsj  and  to  afiert,  with  a 
confidence  grounded  on  experience,  the 
total  impOifibility  of  it,  as  they  will  remain 
fui  generis  unto  the  laft. 

As  I  have  faid  fo  much  upon  chancres, 
cannot  difmifs  the  fubjedt  without  making 
fome  additional  obfervations. 
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A  chancre  is  a  little  ulcer,  moftly 
brought  on  by  impure  coition ;  nay,  even 
the  fmalleft  particle  of  pocky  matter  touch¬ 
ing  the  mod  minute  denudation  or  Mure 
of  the  fkin,  will,  by  that  means,  form  It- 
felfinto  this  kind  of  corroding  ulcer,  called 
a  chancre  :  it  keeps  gradually  enlarging, 
and  is  accompanied  with  feme  little  hardnefs 
round  it;  and,  in  time,  if  nothing  were 
done  to  check  the  difeafe,  it  would  deprive 
the  patientof  his  genitals :  hence  theFrench 
have  very  properly  denominated  it  a  chan¬ 
cre. 

In  weakly  habits,  where  the  patient  is 
affiidted  with  this  difeafe,  the  odds  are  ge¬ 
nerally  two  to  one  again  ft  being  cured* 
without  a  bubo  previoufly  appearing  ;  and 
every  thing  that  contributes  to  make  the 
body  in  a  more  abforbent  and  weakly  ftate, 
produces  the  very  effect  which  they  are 
felicitous  to  avoid  :  therefore,  in  order  to 
fucceed  with  fafety  and  quicknefs,  the  ha- 

D  bit 
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bit  fhould  be  kept,  or  brought,  as  near  as 
It  can  be,  under  a  mercurial  courfe,-  to  its 
natural  and  healthful  ftate.  The  body 
fhould  be  gradually  filled  with  mercury, 
until  the  mineral  tafte  is  fomewhat  in  the 
mouth,  or  the  gums  are  a  little  fore.  The 
chancre  will  more  readily  heal  by  being 
touched  with  a  little  lunar  cauflic  at  the 
firft ;  but  it  fhould  always  be  ufed  after  ten 
or  twelve  days,  if  it  does  not  appear  in  a 
healing  ftate,  as  not  any  thing  accelerates 
the  cure  fo  rapidly.  The  chancre  fhould 
be  filled  with  a  little  calomel,  or  calx  of 
calomel  deprived  of  its  acid,  as  I  obferved 
before  ;  covering  it  with  a  little  dry  lint, 
or  a  pledgit,  fpread  with  equal  parts  of  ca¬ 
lomel,  or  calx  of  calomel  and  balilicon. 
A  little  mercurial  ointment  fhould  be  rub¬ 
bed  on  the  body  of  the  penis,  night  and 
morning,  that,  provided  there  be  an  ab- 
forption  of  the  virus  from  the  chancre* 
the  mercury  might  enter  the  fame  abfor- 
bent  veffels,  and  render  the  virus  inert, 
from  its  well-known  antidotal  qualities. 

If 
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If  the  chancre  does  not  heal,  but  dill 
fpreads,  and  corrodes  deep,  or  the  edges 
look  thick,  life  the  cauftic ;  increafe  the 
mercury  until  the  gums  are  fore,  and  a  little 
fpitting  enfues ;  keep  the  patient  a  few 
days  in  this  Hate,  and,  if  the  chancre  ap¬ 
pears  not  to  heal,  fumigate  the  parts  with 
cinnabar  of  antimony  twice  a  day,  and 
keep  the  gums  fore  until  it  heals.  If  a 
high  fcurvy  be  an  attendant  of  the  difeafe, 
I  need  not  mention  the  virtues  of  bark  and 
acids,  they  being  fo  univerfaily  known, 

A  chordee  is  a  general  attendant  on  a 
Gonorrhoea  where  there  is  much  inflame 
mation.  It  is  a  fpafmodic  incurvation  of 
the  penis,  occafioned  by  a  Aretching  of 
the  inflamed  membrane  by  involuntary  and 
partial  eredions,  which  are  very  frequent 
and  painful,  from  the  ti t Illation  or  irrita* 
tion.  The  two  bodies  of  the  crura  caver - 
nofa  become  diftended  with  blood,  and 

confequently  ftretch  out  the  inflamed  are- 

D  2  thra, 
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thra,  which  gives  that  intenfe  pain  called 
a  chordee. 

In  the  ere&ion,  the  canal  of  the  urethra 
becomes  open,  and  gives  the  matter  an 
eafy  pafTage  to  flow  down  upon  the  dudts 
of  the  proftate  glands ;  which,  being  a  con¬ 
tinuation  of  the  proftatae,  fwell  and  in¬ 
flame,  and  caufe  a  pain  in  perinaso,  and 
fometimes  a  fiftula  ;  and,  from  that  fym- 
pathetic  irritation  of  the  aftedted  parts, 
fwelled  tefticles  very  often  are  the  confe- 
quence. 

That  method  which  I  have  purfued  for 
fome  years,  and  by  which  I  have  had  the 
happinefs  of  curing  great  numbers,  in  a 
much  lefs  time  than  any  practitioner  I 
have  either  read  or  converted  with,  with¬ 
out  ever  poking  a  patient,  proves  to  me 
how  much  luperior  practice  is  to  theory, 
or  an  ill-founded  prejudice,  although  fup- 
ported  by  the  moft  eminent  writers.  I  do 
ppt  pretend  to  any  arcana,  but  offer  my 

method 
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method  to  the  impartial  public,  by  which 
an  experiment  may  be  made,  whether  it  is 
not  the  moil  ready,  as  well  as  fafe,  cure* 
yet  known* 

The  CURE, 

/ 

In  flrong  plethoric  habits  with  coftive- 
n.efs,  I  bleed,  and  give  a  purge  of  Rochelle 
fait  and  manna ;  as  the  drops  would  rather 
be  apt  to  give  fuch  perfons  violent  head- 
achs ;  but,  by  a  little  evacuation,  this  is 
prevented.  I  then  begin  immediately  with 
the  drops ;  obferving  to  avoid  all  very  la¬ 
borious  exercifes,  and  in  particular  riding 
on  horfeback,  which  is  very  pernicious; 
and  alfo  all  forts  of  fpirituous  liquors,  or 
vinegar,  dried  or  fait  proviiions,  and  all 
aromatic  fpices  which  are  ufed  in  feafoning; 
and  garlic,  onions,  muflard,  and  volatile 
alkalies,  have  fuch  a  peculiar  effedt  in 
keeping  and  bringing  on  a  fcalding,  that  a 
free  ufe  of  them  will  make  the  cure  very 
long  and  tedious.  The  tefticles  are  to  be 

fufpended 
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fufpended  by  a  bag-trufs ;  the  end  of  the 
penis  to  be  kept  very  clean,  or  matter  will 
infinuate  itfelf  between  the  glans  and  prae- 
puce,  which,  with  the  febaceous  excretion^ 
grow  acrimonious,  and  bring  on  a  phy- 
mofiSj  at  times. 

A  full  and  free  ufe  of  plain  food  is  always 
neceflary,  in  order  to  keep  up  and  fupport 
the  ftrength;  nor  will  a  glafs  of  wine  do 
any  harm  ;  it  being  of  trifling  confequence 
whether  the  patient  has  a  very  little  run¬ 
ning  and  fcaiding,  or  the  Gonorrhoea  af- 
fefts  only  a  fmall  way  down  the  urethra, 
or  it  hath  even  reached  the  duds  of  the 
proftate  glands,  with  fcaiding,  chordee, 
and  all  the  virulent  fymptoms  of  the  difeafe. 
But  to  proceed ;  having  obferved  my  forego¬ 
ing  rule  with  regard  to  the  coftivenefs,  I 
then  begin  with  the  following  medicine ;

V^th  the  food,  and  pals  off  without  thing 
upon  the  ftomach  or  clinging  to  its  coats, 
which  they  are  apt  to  do  when  empty. 
Let  the  patient  drink  very  freely  of  tea, 
capillaire,  and  water,  or  any  fmall  liquors 
equally  innocent.  After  two  or  three  do* 
fes  of  the  drops  are  taken,  a  very  confider- 
able  alteration  will  be  found.  Upon  exa¬ 
mination  of  the  patient,  you  will  find  the 
inflammation  leffened ;  the  fcalding  almoft, 
if  not  entirely,  gone  ;  the  running  natu¬ 
rally  decreafing  as  the  inflammation  abates;- 
and  in  four,  five,  or  fix,  days,  according  to 
the  degree  of  the  difeafe  at  the  fir  ft. 
Scarce  any  running  will  be  perceptible,  and 
no  fcalding  :  at  this  period  I  ftill  perfift  in 
the  drops,  with  the  ufe  of  the  following, 
injection*

the 
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the  patient  generally  thinks  himfelf  well/ 

and  is  very  apt  to  quit  the  medicine  and  in- 
jedtion,  which  (hould  be  continued  eight 
or  nine  days  after  all  appearance,  or  elfe  a 
running  will  return  ;  which  will  as  readily 
be  fubdued  by  the  foregoing  medicine,  and 
be  cured  by  a  little  perfeverance.  Some 
gentlemen  of  the  faculty,  whom  I  have 
informed  of  my  method  of  cure*  which 
they  have  adopted,  have  complained  to 
me  that,  in  fome  cafes,  it  would  return 
three  or  four  times :  this  never  happens  if 
the  medicine  be  properly  perfevered  in  at

firft ;  in  thefe  cafes  the  patient  fhould 
continue  the  drops  for  a  week,  or  till  it  is 
completely  under  ;  then  ufe  the  foregoing 
Injedtion  alone,  for  a  fortnight,  after  which 
it  will  fearcely  ever  return.

Thefe  injedtionsi  in  very  flight  cafes , 
Will  fome  times  cure  in  the  beginnings 
without  any  internal  medicine;  but  this 
is  very  uncertain. 

Injections,  of  late,  have  become  much 
the  fubjedt  of  difpute,  as  they  were  for¬ 
merly  ;  fo  that  it  is  not  unfrequent  to 
fee  pamphlets,  upon  that  fubjedt,  without 
a  Angle  ufeful  pradtical  proof  to  ftrengthen 
their  fancied  injury  from  the  ufe  of  in¬ 
jections,  excepting  now  and  then  a  curious 
teftimony  of  a  friend,  or  a  friend’s  friend  ; 
for  it  is  not  cuftomary  now  to  write  from 
One’s  own  obfervations,  but  to  rely  upon 
others ;  fo  that  we  have  a  brace  of  buboes 

E  merely 
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merely  from  injections ;  claps,  with  run-* 
slings,  fcaldings,  and  chordees,  brought 
on  by  the  ufe  of  cayenne  pepper :  and,  not¬ 
withstanding  thefe  weighty  proofs  of  thofe 
authors  friends,  I  praCtife  injections,  and 
eat  cayenne,  as  if  I  had  never  heard  one  word 
of  the  pernicious  confequences  attending 
theinufe.  If  that  degree  of  evil,  our  mo¬ 
dern  authors  fuppofe,  was  commonly  the 
attendant  in  the  free  ufe  of  injections,  I 
fhould  certainly  have  found  it  out  before 
this  time;  but  daily  experience  convinces 
me  to  the  contrary,  and  I  am  too  modeft  to 
deny  faCts.  The  advocates  and  opponents* 
that  there  are  for  the  ufe  and  difufe  of  injec¬ 
tions,  are  many  ;  the  former,  from  prac¬ 
tice,  acquire  fo  ftrong  a  conviction  that 
they  cannot  relapfe,  but  become  converts 
to  the  practice,  from  the  fafety  and  great 
advantages  they  daily  perceive  from  the 
ufe  of  it ;  nor  can  the  opponents,  with 
their  heads  full  of  theory,  and  quotations 
from  Galen,  to  this  prefent  period,  nay, 
even  the  fertile  mind,  charged  with  every 

hypothefis 


hypothecs  it  can  furmife,  ever  fuperfede 
pradical  fads,  when  trials  are  made.  And 
I  am  inclined  to  believe,  that  thofe  very 
rejedors  and  condemners  of  injedions, 
have  never  made  the  experiment,  or  the 
advantages  accruing  would  have  given  their 
pens  an  opportunity  of  effacing  every  fup- 
pofed  injury  fancy  had  formed.  Many 
have  thought  that  injedions  impede  the 
natural  difcharge  of  matter,  and  prevent 
its  courfe,  viz.  by  abforption ;  and  it  has 
been  fuppofed  to  pafs  through  unknown 
veffels  to  the  teftes,  and  there  produce  the 
hernia  humoralis;  which  hernia,  in  fad, 
arifes  from  nothing  more  than  an  affinity 
of  the  parts,  from  irritation  and  inflam¬ 
mation- 

It  is  well  known  to  every  pradical  fur- 
geon,  that  the  difcharge  cannot  be  flopt 
immediately,  at  pleafure,  by  any  injedion 
that  will  not  do  violence  to  the  parts,  but 
will  return  in  lefs  than  thirty  or  forty 
hours  $  yet,  from  the  cauflicity  of  the  in- 

E  2  jedion. 
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je&ion,  the  difcharge  may  ceafe ;  but  nar 
lure  will  foon  throw  off  its  oppreflbr,  and 
become  more  violent  from  thefe  fudden 
reflations :  from  the  moment  this  inflam¬ 
mation  is  brought  on,  the  pain  and  uneaii- 
nefs  affedt  the  teftes  and  the  adjacent 
parts,  which  continue  until  the  difcharge 
enfues.  Mr.  Bayford,  in  p.  66,  fays, 
**  The  lymphatic  glands,  in  the  groin,  alfo 
fe  are  liable  to  fvvell,  upon  the  fudden 
fi  flopping  of  a  Gonorrhoea  $  but  fuch  tu- 
V  mours  feldom  fail  to  fubfide  as  foon  as  a 
66  plentiful  difcharge  from  the  urethra  is 
f(  brought  on  again.”  One  might  infer 
from  this,  that  Mr.  Bayford  has  feme  cu¬ 
rious  medicine,  that  will  bring  on  a  dif¬ 
charge  at  pleafure,  and  attract  the  abforbed 
virus  from  the  groin  to  the  penis.  I  think 
it  is  a  pity  his  friend  was  not  pofleffed  of 
it,  for  the  fake  of  the  poor  devil  he  had 
treated  with  a  couple  of  buboes  from  mo¬ 
dern  practice  l 


This 
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This  author  gives  his  opinion  that  viru¬ 
lent  Gonorrhoeas  may  infedt  the  habit  with 
the  lues  venerea.  Speaking  of  a  friend  of 
his,  “  The  difcharge  from  the  urethra  con- 
tinned  about  fix  weeks ;  but,  during 
**  the  whole  time,  it  was  attended  with 
<c  fo  little  inconvenience  or  uneafineis,  that 
**  he  did  not  apply  a  fingle  remedy,  either 
46  external  or  internal  :  the  running  aba- 
iC  ted  by  degrees  and  totally  left  him.  The 
“  confequence,  however,  was,  his  being 
$c  attacked,  about  four  months  after,  with 
“  venereal  fores  upon  the  tonfils.”  This 
might  have  been  a  virulent  Gonorrhoea, 
from  his  friend’s  account ;  but  I  think  that 
is  no  proof  that  he  might  not  have  been 
jnfedled,  unknowingly,  in  the  interim, 
with  the  lues  venerea  :  but  more  probably 
it  might  have  been  a  fmall  chancre  behind 
the  glans  penis,  which  virus  from  the 
chancre  being  abforbed,  healed  of  its  own 
accord  ;  for  we  frequently  find  a  bubo 

,cure  chancres  without  any  application ;  as 

it 
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it  does  not  appear  that  the  author  ever  faw 

it,  and  every  practical  man  knows  how  fre-* 

/ 

quently  a  chancrous  difcharge,  from  be-* 
hind  the  glans  penis,  deceives  the  patient, 
who  fuppofes  it  to  be  a  clap. 

Mr.  Bayford  imagines  that  injections, 
frequently  repeated,  or  of  long  continu¬ 
ance,  are  hurtful  to  the  urethra.  Certainly, 
he  cannot  fay  they  are  productive  of  more 
mifchief  than  the  continual  difcharge  of  a 
Gonorrhoea ;  and  iurely  none  would  ufe 
them  without  occafion  :  for  few  injections, 
I  believe,  ever  pafs  above  half-way  down 
the  urethra,  and  that  is  far  enough  for  the 
general  feat  of  the  difeafe  ;  and  therefore 
will  not  be  liable  to  prevent  the  principal 
fecretory  mucous  glands  from  difcharging 
their  proper  quantity.  Befides,  the  ure¬ 
thra  is  capable  of  receiving  much  fharper 
injections  than  many  are  aware  of;  for 
Providence  hath  provided  that  canal  to  be 
the  continual  conveyor  of  urine,  which  is 
generally  more  (harp  and  ftimulating  than 

injections 
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injedions  in  common  ufe,  if  the  ftrength, 
as  fome  fuppofe,  be  according  to  what  the 
eye  will  bear,  as  being  a  proper  ftandard 
to  make  injedions  by.  1  fhould  advife  a 
collyrium  of  urine  in  a  morning  to  the  re¬ 
gulator,  that  he  may  have  fome  idea  of  the 
irritable  fimile  between  the  two.  When¬ 
ever  a  patient  is  under  the  ufe  of  the  half, 
cop.  a  double  degree  of  ftimulating  injec¬ 
tion  will  not  have  fame  effed.  The  fame 
•  author  obferves,  that  they,  who  wholly 
rely  upon  injedions,  fometimes  find  the 
dream  of  urine  diminished,  and  a  diffi¬ 
culty  in  voiding;  which,  I  prefume,  is  a 
partial  ftrangury.  I  muff  confiefs  I  have 
feen  this  kind  of  complaint  by  ufing  the 
volatile  sruginous  injedion  too  ftrong* 
which  went  off  upon  the  omiffion  of  the 
injedion ;  and  how  common  is  it  with 
thofe  that  ufe  frequently  large  dofes  of 
neutral  falts  ?  To  this  complaint  our  author 
fuppofes  another  evil  is  always  joined, 
namely,  that  the  femen  is  not  expelled,  but 
arrefted  in  its  courfe,  though  the  fluid  be 

fecreted 
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feereted  in  a  proper  quantity.  He  adds/ 

From  repeated  enquiries  into  this  mat- 
u  ter,  I  have  found  that  the  femen  has 
u  been  always  better  difcharged,  and  ex- 
<c  pelled  with  more  force,  in  proportion 
.  “  to  the  time  the  penis  has  continued 

“  eredt,  ante  coitnm>  and  vice  verfa ,  &c. 

from  which  I  cannot  help  concluding, 
“  that  the  complaint,  in  thofe  cafes,  has 
46  been  owing  to  a  want  of  lubricity  in  the 
urethra,  from  a  paucity  of  mucus.” 

I  fancy  few  will  difpute  this  obfervation,* 

* 

that  the  femen  will  be  ejedted  the  better, 
the  longer  time  the  penis  is  eredted  before 
coition,  whatfoever  was  the  want  of  mucus 

in  the  paffage  of  the  urethra,  at  that 

* 

time.  I  fhould  fcarcely  attribute  it  to  a 
prior  free  ufe  of  injedtions,  when,  in  the 
firft  place,  it  rarely  ever  reaches  the  glands 
which  produce  the  moftj  and,  fecondly,- 
is  never  ufed  in  that  degree  of  ftrength 
which  might  do  much  injury  to  the  parts ; 
mankind  being  too  cautious  of  giving 

themfelves 
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ihemfelvbs  unneceffary  pain,  which  muft 
be  the  cafe  to  produce  fuch  an  effed. 

Injedions  I  have  ever  found  of  very  great 
fervice ;  I  have  ufed  them  very  freely,  and 
never  have  had  or  feen  any  of  thofe  fuppo- 
fed  alarming  evils  which  fome  writers  would 
make  us  believe:  and  I  am  confident,  that 
the  gonorrhoeal  matter,  let  it  be  raifed 
to  what  pitch  of  acrimony  the  obferver 
pleafes,  will  never  produce  a  chancre  up¬ 
on  any  cut  or  fore,  that  will  prove  pocky, 
either  upon  his  canine  or  human  patients. 

Before  I  conclude  the  fubjed  of  injec¬ 
tions,  I  would  obferve,  that  the  calomel 
injedion  of  Falck’s,  made  a  little  Wronger, 
is  a  very  excellent  one,  and  I  have 
ufed  it  with  great  fuccefs ;  and  for  that,  as 
well  as  two  other  obfervations,  we  are 
obliged  to  that  author,  which  are  worth 
every  pradical  man’s  observation* 


F 
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Mr,  Bi  in  p.  17,  obferves,  that*  now 

and  then,  a  running  proceeds  from  a  mar- 

ried  or  unmarried  man,  which  he  fays 
• 

is  nothing  but  a  temporary  difcharge,  oc- 
cafioned  by  an  ovqj-exertion  of  the  parts j 
and  numbers  of  fuch  have  been  cured  un- 
der  the  denomination  of  venereal,  which 
by  no  means  deferved  the  name.  Di  (char¬ 
ges  of  this  kind  happen  to  thofe  who  are 
at  the  point  of  being  well  from  a  venereal 
Gonorrhoea ;  but  thofe  difcharges  from 
repeated  venery*  in  healthful  fubjeds,  are 
totally  different  in  appearance,  being  no¬ 
thing  more  than  the  pellucid  fecretion  of 
the  weakened  proftate  glands :  an  over¬ 
exertion,  or  a  drain,  being  excellent  mafks 
for  poor  women  to  view  their  hufoands  in, 
and  ferve  them  to  play  upon  their  furgeon. 
But  they,  who  fee  much  pradice,  learn 
never  to  believe  fuch  kind  of  tales,  which 
are  too  common  to  deferve  any  regard  ; 
for  praditioners  frequently  meet  with  per- 
fons,  afflided  with  venereal  complaints* 
who,  notwithflanding,  make  vehement 

protections 
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proteftations  of  their  innocence ;  though, 
when  they  find  themfelves  dilbelieved,  they 
will  calmly  declare  they  had  only  fuch  a  tri¬ 
fling  conne&ion,  that  they  thought  it  was 
impoffible  to  be  the  caufe  of  fuch  a  difeafe« 
Thefe  are  tales  we  are  daily  told,  and  I  am 
grown  fuch  a  fceptic,  that  1  doubt  every 
thing  they  fay  which  does  not  coincide 
with  reafon. 

If  a  Gonorrhoea  fhould  be  compounded 
with  a  pox,  I  cure  them  as  two  different 
difeafes,  as  much  diftindt  as  the  itch  is 
from  an  eryfipelas*  With  the  ufe  of  the 
drops  I  throw  into  the  habit  fuch  a  quantity 
pf  mercury  as  to  fupprefs  both  together, 

GLEETS, 

The  complaint,  called  a  gleet,  is  moft 
commonly  brought  on  by  tedious  cures  ot 

virulent  Gonorrhoeas,  draftic  purges,  or 
any  thing  that  weakens  and  debilitates  the 
parts,  fo  as  to  caufe  a  continual  dilcharge 
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from  the  penis.  I  have  fcarcely  ever  met 
with  one  under  my  mode  of  cure,  but  have 
had  frequent  applications  from  thofe  who 
hav.e  been  under  the  care  of  others  of  the 
profeffion.  Some  1  have  found  which 
could  not  be  cured  but  by  the  bougie;  but 
there  is  fcarcely  one  in  ten  that  requires  it > 
and  nothing  will  fo  readily  give  that  fta- 
bility  to  the  parts,  or  reftore  their  natural 
tone,  fo  much  as  the  drops,  with  the  in~ 
jeftion,  exhibited  in  the  fame  manner  as 
prefcribed,  with  a  local  bathing  of  the 
parts  with  a  flannel  and  cold  water,  and  a 
free  plain  regimen ;  avoiding  every  thing 
that  ftipiulates  the  glands  of  the  penis  in  an 
undue  fecretion.  Incurable  Gleets,  I  be** 
lieve,  are  more  talked  of  than  really  exifl> 
ing;  and  thofe,  which  will  not  give  way 
to  this  treatment,  will  to  the  bougie. 

I  have  tried  half.  cop.  almoft  in  every 
mode ;  I  united  it  with  a  great  many  things, 
but  never  found  any  to  reft  fo  eafy  upon 
the  ftomach  as  with  fpir#  lav,  c.  as  I  have 

recommended, 
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recommended.  It  hath  its  good  qualities 
with  fame  few  inconveniences,  which 
-may  very  eafily  be  avoided.  I  have  found 
it,  in  feme  few  people,  when  it  has  been 
taken  in  too  large  quantities,  and  the  body 
coflive,  to  bring  over  the  whole  furface  a 
kind  of  fpurious  eryfipelas,  or  red  inflam¬ 
matory  fpots,  about  the  flze  of  the  Anger's 
end,  accompanied  with  great  heat,  thirft, 
and  uneafinefs  5  and,  what  is  very  remark¬ 
able,  the  pulfe  is  very  little  difturbed. 
The  inflammation  is  taken  off  very  eafily 
by  cooling  purges,  and  drinking  freely  of 
barley-water,  or  any  weak  liquor  :  when 
the  balf.  is  joined  with  an  opiate,  for  a  few 
dofes,  it  will  very  readily  make  this  ap«- 
pearance, 

I  have  known  it  once  to  be  miflaken  for 
a  true  fcarlet  fever,  by  an  eminent  phyfi- 
cian,  who  confined  a  young  gentlemen, 
under  my  cure  for  a  ponorrhcea,  a  whole 
week  to  his  bed0 
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The  drops  pafs  off  by  urine,  giving  a 
little  frnell,  rather  agreeable,  and  general^ 
ly  keeping  the  body  gently  open  j  fome- 
times  they  purge  very  violently,  which 
may  belt  be  relieved  by  an  opiate,  or  by 
taking  gum  Arab.  §  iv.  vel  ^  vi.  quotidie ; 
but,  in  this  cafe,  it  is  better  to  omit  the 
drops  for  a  day  or  two,  until  the  bowels 
have  recovered  their  abraded  mucus,  reft- 
jng  entirely  upon  the  injection* 

Some  few  ftomachs  cannot  bear  the  bal- 
farm,  and  to  fuch  perfons  I  generally  give 
ITBledt.  lenit.  §  i, 

Tereb.  Venet.  3  hi. 

Pulv.  rhei  9  ii.  m.  cap.  quantitatem 
pucis  mofchatae  ter  de  die.  After  a  week 
or  ten  days,  provided  the  fcalding  begone^ 
}  ufe  the  vitr.  injedt.  twice  a  day,  and  this 
completes  the  cure,  but  neither  fo  quickly 
pr  agreeably  as  with  the  drops, 

The  true  balfam  copaiba  is  of  a  line 
|ight  yellow  colour,  generally  thin,  when 
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St  comes  over  here,  but  grows  thick  with 
keeping.  It  is  the  produd:  of  Brazil  and 
fome  other  parts  of  South- America :  when 
genuine,  it  has  an  agreeable  fmell,  without 
that  terebinthinous  pungency  which  it  has 
when  fophifticated  ;  as  we  have  it  often 
mixed  with  a  turpentine  made  from  fpir. 
tereb.  &  refin.  &  ol.  oliv.  which  disfigures 
it  not  to  the  eye,  but,  when  fmelt  at, 
or  a  little  is  thrown  upon  a  hot  coal, 
the  adulteration  is  very  perceptible.  It 
has  this  fuperiority  over  all  other  medicines 
whatfoever,  (diredJy  contrary  to  the  opi¬ 
nion  of  moft,  if  not  all,  of  the  faculty,) 
that  it  will,  in  a  few  hours,  take  off  the 
mo  ft  inveterate  fcalding,  abate  the  running, 
relieve  the  chordee,  and  make  a  cure,  by 
a  little  perfeverance  with  the  injedlions, 
fooner  than  any  medicine  yet  known.  It 
requires  no  confinement,  allows  a  free  ufe 
of  plain  whole  fome  food,  and  a  glafs  or 
two  of  wine  will  do  no  injury  ;  the  patient 
finds  his  health  and  ftrength  not  impaired, 
his  trouble  trifling,  and  his  pain  flight; 
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which  induces  him  to  pay  the  furgeon  two 
vifits  for  one  before*  which  they  find  to 
their  mutual  fatisfadtion  ;  that  the  quickeft 
cure  is  the  be  ft  as  well  as  fafeft  ;  and,  ac¬ 
cordingly*  they  will  join  in  exploding  that 
moil  abfurd  notion,  of  locking  up  matter , 
which  has  been  founded  upon  erroneous 
theory.
